Menlo Park Fire District com- 
missioners are to meet at head-| 
quarters station at 7:30 tonight, 
to open bids for construction of 
the district’s proposed new East} 
Palo Alto station at University av 
enue and Runnymede street. 

The station will replace old sta 
tion 2, which faces Manhattan av 
enue and which is in the path of 
freeway development. The fire} 
district has already becn paid $17 
290 for the old station and the pro , 
perty on which it stands. 

The morey, paid by the state. 
will help finance construction of 
the new station. 

The proposed East Palo Alto 
plant will house three pieces of 
apparatus, since—for the pre- 
sent, at least—it will be the on- 
ly station of the district situat- 
ed east of Bayshore freeway. 

When the freeway development 
is completed, cloverleafs at Wil 
low road and University avenue 
will provide the only routes for 
fire equipment to the eastern part 
of the district; hence the decision 
to build a larger station in the 
area. 

All present stations in the dis- 
trict, with the exception of head 
quarters station at 320 Middlefield 
road, are designed to hold two 
pieces of apparatus.
